I saw one house picked up bodily and thrown a quarter of a 
block against the house in which my wife was at the moment. 

I dug her out uninjured 15 minutes later. I saw houses col-

A cottage came sailing through the air and struck the fifth 
story of the Sacred Heart Convent, smashing the south wing as 
though it was paper. 

In the van of the black storm cloud rode a great white bal- 
loon, seemingly of twisting fire. A billion bumble bees could not 
have equaled the giant humming which accompanied the storm. 

At 11 o’clock today Gov. Morehead, Mayor Dahlman and Po- 
liee Commissioner Ryder announced officially that the death list 


would reach 200 in Omaha alone, exclusive of Ralston and Council 


Bluffs. 
_ The list of injured, they said, probably would reach 700. 
Storm District Eight Miles Long. 

The district in Omaha covered by the tornado reaches from the 
southern limits to the suburbs of Florence, eight miles north of the 
point of origin. The storm swept the western part of the city for 
its entire length, following the west side of the valley, extending 
along the Missouri River bluffs. The eastern half of the city—gen- 
erally composing the business section—was out of the path of the 
twister, but suffered greatly from a Straight wind. 


The section traversed by the storm is the residential portion 
of the city, as well as a number of outlaying business thoroughfares 
in the destroyed area. The greater part of the damage was done 
west of Twenty-fourth street, a north and south crosstown street, 
extending the entire length of the city. Numerous streets with 
retail stores criss-cross this section, with the residence portion of 
the city scattered in intervening sections. 

Many of the best parks of the city are in the district cov- 
~ ered and at least two of these were wrecked. Hanscom Park, situ-

and this doubtless was responsible for the condition of the ele- 


ments which brought on the storm. 

One part of the area covered by the storm is that between 
Cuming street on the south and Ames avenue on the north and 
from Twenty-fourth street on the east to Fiftieth street .on the 
west. This is the most thickly populated residence district in ‘the 
city and contains ten of the largest public schools in Omaha. Many 
of the largest churches of all denominations also are in that part 
of the city. Omaha University was in the path of the storm. 

Fires broke out along the course of the tornado soon after it 
passed and before daylight 50 alarms had been sounded. At 6:30 
a. m. all blazes had been extinguished. 

The Sacred Heart Academy, one of the finest Catholic schools 
in this part of the country, was directly in the path of the storm 
and was demolished, but every person in the enormous building 
escaped with serious injury. Most of them are caing for the in- 
jured in St. Joseph’s Hospital. 

Not a telephone girl left ner switchboard when the tornado 
struck the city. The wires were repaired and put into operation as 
fast as possible and most of the city could be reached by 10 o’clock. 

The Webster telephone exchange, at Twenty-Second and Lake 
streets became a center for rescue work as soon‘as the tornado had 
passed. Physicians and nurses were summoned to the building and 
army officers’ headquarters were established there. 


Telephone Operators Stay at Their Posts. 

: One hundred and seventy-six young women were working at 
the switchboard when the storm struck. Every window in the build- 
ing was broken and considerable damage was done to the building, 
but the switchboard remained intact. 

All night the force of operators continued to work at the board 
Within five minutes after the storm struck every girl was at her 
place at the switchboard and many continued to ‘‘plug in’’ while 
broken glass was showering about them. 

Two babies were blown out of the building and the others , piled 
in a heap on the floor when the storm struck the Child Saving In- 
stitute at Forty-second and Jackson. The babies were in their 
nursery on the second flodr of the west wing of the building, which 
was partly blown away. One of the babies blown away was found 
nearly a block distant, dead. Her name was Thelma. The other’ 


baby, Cynthia, had not been found this morning. Aside from 
bruises and fright, the rest of the babies were not severely injured.

open as a place of refuge for the sufferers. The commodious rooms 
of the Commercial Club were among those thus utililized. 

Never was the hospitality of the city given such an oppor- 
tunity for effective work. Nearly every home within a dozen miles 
of the stricken district is filled with sufferers. All the hospitals 
in the three cities, Omaha, South Omaha and Council Bluffs,, are 
filled to eapacity and in many of them the halls and corridors are 
crowded with cots. 

After visiting the scene of the storm district this morning, Gov. 
Morehead issued orders for the mobilization of three companies of 
State militia from outside the city. The local companies already 
were at work assisting the police and regular soldiers from Fort 
Crook, together with the city firemen, in the work of rescue. ‘Three 
hundred regulars were called out. : . 

The morgues and hospitals were besieged all morning by 
friends and relatives cf the dead and injured, and others made 
frantic efforts to learn of the fate of loved ones. Although a line 
cf soldiers and police was thrown around the path of the storm 
soon after it had passed: much looting was reported. 

Rest Room Temporary Morgue. 

One of the telephone restrooms was converted into a tempo- 
rary morgue and bodies from the devastated district were held there 


awaiting ambulances. Nurses and physicians occupied another 
room, where injured persons were stretched upon the floor. 


F. E. Iussell, 63 years old, lay upon the floor. He had been 
buried under a brick wall in one of the Twenty-fourth street build- 
ings. Fire surrounded him and he was almost dead when dragged 
from the burning ruins.

gation were injured, although service was not going on at the time 
of the storm. 

' Telephone poles, trees «nd wrecked houses filled the streets 
around the telephone building, making it impossible for any 
vehicles to get near the place. Passing motor cars all wee urged to 


stop to aid in the relief work: 


. A street car on a north side line was totally demolished and 
ten of the passengers were injued. Conductor Caldwell said: 
‘“‘T was on the back platform when I saw the storm coming. 


I gave the signal to stop, shouted to the passengers that a tornado 


was coming and ran for a basement of an unfinished building. I 
jumped into the basement and three or four passengers were be- 
side me. Wreckage flew over us and a lot of boards were piled on 
top of us. 


Picked Up Two Passengers. 
‘*Tt seemed to me that the horror lasted about two minutes. 


Then I crawled out and picked up two of my passengers, a man and 
a woman. who were lying unconscious in the street.’’ 

Every window in Caldwell’s car was broken, bricks and debris 
of all kinds were piled inside the car and every seat was torn loose. 

‘*T did not have time to make out accident reports, as required 
by the rules of the company,’’ said Caldwell, ‘‘but I am complying 
with the rule about not deserting the car.’’ 

He stayed at his car all night. A horse and buggy were 
wedged under the car. 3 

Many of the sufferers, exhausted and almost hysterical, 
gathered in family groups and sat on the sidewalks through cold 
rain that followed the tornado. | 

For three horns the fires lighted the sky. As the light dicd 
down the refugees wandered aimlessly on, unable to command the 
services of any vehicle, unless there was a seriously injured person 
in the family. 

Mrs. G. E. Medlock was under a physician’s care when her 
home, at Twenty-ninth and Decatur streets, was blown to pieces. 
Her husband was cut on the head and two little daughters were 
injured. Most of the clothing was torn from the bodies of all mem- 
bers of the family. 

Mrs. Medlock, attended only by her husband, lay in a roof- 
less house for four hours, drenched with rain. A motor hearse was 
stopped by the injured man and it took Mrs. Medlock to the home 
of a friend. She is reported to be in a serious condition. . 

‘WRECKAGE FALLS ON FAMILY IN BASEMENT. 

Mr. and Mrs. C. A. Planteen of 2710 Decatur street rushed to 
their basement when they saw the storm coming. With their arms 
locked about each other, they waited while their home crashed 
down about them. When they had been rescued, Mrs. Planteen, 
standing amid the wreckage, wept bitterly because two dogs, worth 
$500, had been killed. 

The family of John Gotisdinner fared badly, though none was 
killed. Three sons, John, Abe and Joe, were severely injured and 
the house was demolished. 

The home of Walter Peterson, a two-story brick structure, 
standing on a hill at Twenty-eighth and Decatur streets, was 
demolished. Neighbors searched in the ruins, but found no trace 
of anyone. There were seven children in the family and none of 
them has been seen since the storm. 

Mrs. Mary Eldridge 65 years old, was buried in the ruins of 
the home of her grandson, Ray Davenport, Twenty-seventh and 


| Franklin, for two hours, while members of the Council Bluffs fire 


department chopped their way to her. Mrs. Ray Davenport was 
injured. 

The Illinois Central railroad bridge ovez the Missouri river 
was destroyed and a moving picture theater at Twenty-fourth and 
Lake streets was demolished, 50 or more persons being buried 1n 
the ruins. ? 

The Illinois Central bridge is the newest and longest of the 
three bridges crossing the Missouri at Omaha. 

A garage at Fortieth and Farnum streets was destroyed 
and a large strip of territory east of that corner was damaged. 

Omaha’s north and south dimension is eight miles and that 
from west to east is four miles. The business district is south and 
east of the geographical center of the city. The storm passed a 
little to the west of the business section. Omaha proper has a popu- 
lation of 125,000. 

Among the show places of the city is the Joslyn Castle, the 
roof of which was torn off and the trees and shrubbery up- 
rooted. . 

_ At the Convent of the Poor Clares, Twenty-ninth and Hamil- 
ton streets, which was unroofed, the grounds were littered with 
debris. 

_ Ralston, Florence and Dundee, suburbs, were hard hit by the 
tornado, and Council Bluffs, Io., with 30,000 population directly 
across the river from Omaha, suffered great damage. East Omaha 
which felt the tail of the twister, reported houses demolished, but 
no lives lost. | 7 

Early reports which reached Lincoln and other cities through 
railroad sources were that the dead in Omaha numbered 1000 or 
more and that the city was burning. One report said the dead 


numbered 1100. 


DEBRIS PREVENTS RUNNING OF CARS

Storm Described by Those in It; 
Woman Saw Five Fires Start 


LINCOLN, Neéb., March 24.—Graphic 
stories of the disaster reached Lincoln 
on early morning trains from Omaha. 

Superintendent Robinson of the Coun- 
ty Poor Farm, where the first damage 
was done, describes the situation as fol- 
lows: 

‘The storm came upon us from the 
southwest. It was a black funnel- 
shaped cloud. It blew down both of our 
barns and took the roof of the engine 
house. Pieces were blown off the roof 
of sleeping rooms in two places, but 
fortunately no one around our institu- 
tion has been hurt.” 

J. F. Trayner of 513 North Thirty- 
Sixth street, rushed home to find his 
house in ruins. His wife, her aunt, 
Mrs. Edward Baggot of Chicago, visit- 
ing with them, and his three children 
were in the house, but only Mrs. Bag- 
got was hurt, how severely could not 
be told.

thus leaving scores of persons in total 
darkness, while they sought safety in 
the streets. 

Physicians and ambulances were busy 
all night, responding to calls from those 
reported to be injured from the blow- 
ing over of frame dwellings in the tene- 
ment districts.

A Post-Dispatch Reporter Who Re- 
cently Came From Omaha, 


Omaha, which is a large jobbing cen- 
er, is built right up to the Missouri 
River, the smelters and railroads oc- 
cupying the lowest part of town next to 
he river. The wholesale district ex- 


tends from Tenth to Fourteenth streets, 
the numbered thoroughfares running 
north and south. The retail district runs 
from Fourteenth to Twentieth street. 
From there west the city rises to the 
West Farnam district, which is the 
oldest residence part of the city, where 
many homes take in whole blocks of 
ground. The high school, from Twen- 
tieth to. Twenty-fourth street, and from 
Dodge to Davenport can be seen from 
any part of town. 

The Field Club residence district is 
west of Hanscom Park and is the new- 
est residence section inside the city. 
A boulevard runs from the Field Club 
northeast through the city to Fort Oma- 
ha at Twenty-fourth street and Fort 
Omaha avenue. 

Joslyn Castle Showplace. 

Joslyn Castle, the roof of which was 
storn off by the tornado, occupied four 
blocks from Thirty-eighth street to For- 
tieth and from Davenport to Cass. It 
contains one of the finest pipe organs in 
the West. It is the home of George A. 
Joslyn, president of the Western News- 
paper Union. 

Sacred Heart Academy, which was re- 
' ported destroyed, is a Catholic girls’ 
boarding school, the grounds of which 
extend from Thirty-sixth to Thirty- 
eighth street, and from Burt to Cali- 
fornia. This school nas an enrollment 
of 300 children. 

‘Twenty-fourth and Lake streets, whera 
a moving picture theater was destroyed, 
is & small business district in the north 
part of the town. 

The county hospital and poor farm, 
which was in the path of the storm, is 
just west of the Field Club, and as there 
are no buildings within a half mile, the 
storm had a clear sweep. 

The Child Saving Institute, 619 South 
Forty-second street, which was hit by 
the storm, is a home for girls, and is 
endowed by s@me of the most promi- 
nent people of Omaha. 

The storm seemed to pick out the fin- 
est residence sections in three parts of 
the city. The best residence districts 
rise above other parts of the town and 
got the full sweep of the storm. 

The resorts at Carter Lake include the 
Rod and Gun Club, Courtland Beach, a 
| summer amusement park, and the Y. M. 
C..A. Park, which recently was con- 
structed, many Omaha people having 
summer a there. 


Big arage Destroyed. 
Hountse addition in the north part

At that 
time more than 125 private cars were 
stored there. 

The Nebraska Methodist Episcopal 
Hospital, 8612 Cummings street, is on 
the west side of Bemis Park. This 
building is the second largest of its 
kind in Omaha.

Louis Public Service Commission can be 
continued by the Municipal Assembly 
after the State Utilities Commission law 
goes Into effect, April 15, according to 
Railroad Commissioner John A. Knot?, 
who is to serve as a@ member of the 
State Commission. 

“There is a great deal of confusion 
and misunderstanding about the new 
State Utilities act,” said Knott today. 
“It is a fact that the Cooper act, un- 
Ger which the Municipal Assembly cre- 
ated the local commission for the pur- 
pose of regulating rates and service, 
has been repealed. 

“But there is nothing in the State 
utilities law forbidding the Municipal 
Assembly to provide a commission for 
the regulation of public service corpo- 
rations. 

“The powers of the present St. Louis 
commission are limited to recommenda- 
tions to the Municipal Assembly. It 
has no authority now, nor can it have 
under any ordinance of the A-csembl. 
to prescribe rates or services for the 
various utilities. 

“It may, however, continue to make 
such investigations of the affairs of 
public service corporations as _ are 
deemed necessary. 

“If the Municipal Assembly adopted 
an ordinance fixing rates to be charged 
by a public utility company, based on 
the findings of the local commission, it 
would be within the jurisdiction of the 
State Board to review the reasonable- 
ness of the rates so fixed. -

It passed the Senate by a bare con- 
stitutional majority, after one of the 
most resourceful lobbies in the history 
of the Missouri Legislature had tried 
to defeat it. Petitions demanding the 
repeal of the Oliver law came from 
practically every county and township 
in Missouri..- 

Letters Urged Hepeal. 
Senators were deluged with letters and 
telegrams and long-distance telephone 
messages asking for the adoption of ihe 
repeal measure. 

Today was Gov. Major’s busiest Jay 
at his offices in the new Capitol 
building.

to all persons requesting them to at- 
tend the church, Sunday school, or syn- 
agogue of their choice, and to secure a 
record of the church preference of each 
individual, to be given to the minister, 
_ priest, rabbi or. organization preferred.

A request is 
made that the coupon be filled out and 
left with a neighbor, or mailed to the 
St. Louls Home Visitation, 715 Fullerton 
Building, St. Louis.

Free on Bond, Producer Gathers 
His Company About Him, and 
Finds 8 Are Faithful. 


NEEDS NEW GRAVEDIGGER 





Big Shakspearean Production 
Planned to Follow a Tour of 
Towns About the Ctiy. 





Up stage in the mA&in parlor of the 
Planters Hotel last night Hamlet Light 


assembled the remaining members of his 
amateur Shakspearean troupe for the 
purpose of measuring their loyalty to 


him in the dark hours of misfortune. } 


It was the first time Light had met 
his players since his arrest a week 
ago, when he was charged by Miss 
Helen Weber of Blair avenue with hav- 
ing one the eve of a contemplated per- 
formance ordered her te change from 
the part of Queen Gertrude to that of 
Ophelia in Hamlet.

Widow of ” Confedinate Hero 
Declares Capital Has No 
Right to Destroy Scenery. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

_ ATLANTA, Ga., March 24.—Beaten at 
every turn, opposed by foremost states- 
men of Georgia, derided by a corpora- 
tion, perhaps the largest*in the Southern 
States, an earnest woman of the Georgia 
mountains is fighting for an ideal, 
spending her own little fortune, mort- 
gaging -her home and calling upon 
friends for financlal aid. 

The woman is Helen D. Longstreet 
widow of the famous Confederate Gen- 
eral and postmistress at Gainesville, 
Ga. She is fighting to save to the State 
the beautiful Tallulah Falls, a score of 
miles from Gainesville, and to prevent 
the corporation from diverting the water 
through its miles of tunnels to furnish 
electric power to Atlanta and a dozen 
other towns. 

The corporation is going steadily 
ahead, buliding its dams and running 
its lines. But Mrs. Longstreet is not 
daunted. She says she will fight for 
Tallulah until the United State Suvu- 
preme Court passes upon her case.

the Georgia Railway and Electric Co. 
of Atlanta, began to realize the need 
of great power supply. Quietly they 
bought every foot of land ;along both 
sides of the Tallulah River for miles 
above the fails. When this was ac- 
complished, a corporation was formed, 
called the Georgia Railway and Power 
Co., with more than $2,000,000 of stocks 
and bonds. Then it was announced that 
the tremendous water power of the 
Tallulah River would be turned into 
penstocks and the resulting thousands 
of horse power sent to Atlanta. 
See Falls in Wet Weather. 

“But what's to become of the falls?” 
asked a thousand weorgians. 

The corporation officials 
their shoulders. 

“Oh, there’ll be plenty of water over 
the falls in wet weather,” they returned. 
But the wet season at Tallulah is in 
the winter and early spring, not in the 
tourist season. Old Georgians, who had 
spent happy hours within sound of the 
cascades, began to ask whether or not 
something might be done. 

“It's too late,’’ said the lawyers. ‘“‘The 
company owns all the land. It bought 
it and paid for it. The State has no 
rights.”’

“I am not going to the courts with a 
plea of sentiment,’’ declared Mrs. Long- 
street. ‘‘I intend to prove that the cor- 
poration does not own all of the land 
beside the river. The old surveys left 
all the land within the rims of the 
xorge as the property of the State. No 
surveyor has ever taken his instruments 
through those trees and boulders. Tal- 
lulah belongs to Georgia; it must be 
kept for the people's pleasure.”’ 

Mrs. Longstreet formed the Tallulah 
Falls Conservation Asseciation, enlist- 
ed a number of able lawyers on her 
side, threw herself heartily into the 
work. Archives of State grants were 
cpened to prove her contention that the 
falls were never private property. Whole 
pages of advertising space in the Atlanta 
papers were bought for an appeal to 
public spirit by the woman who had be- 
gun the fight alone. 

She went from city to city, from town 
to town, making impassioned speeches 
for Tallulah. She continued writing 
vivid advertising and paying for them. 
Before many months had passed she 
was looked upon as the most dangerous 
adversary the corporation had met. In 
some quarters she was heralded as a 
second Jeanne d’Arc. In others she was 
called a ‘‘fanatic.’’ But she Kept on. 


She Gets State in the Fight. 

At last she succeeded in getting an 
order from Gov. Joseph M. Brown that 
the State take the case into court and 
try to recover the lands from the com- 
pany. The Attorney-General took the 
tangled question before the court and 
lost, the ribunal upholding the corpora- 
tion’s right to the land and the river.

Proof at Dartmouth. 
The poet might have none that 


American students. would prefer poetry 
to tobacco and athletics if he had not 
seen proof to the contrary. In telling 
about it to a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
he modestly gives all the credit to poet- 
ry,,but.takes none of it to himself as 
the poet. 

It was at Dartmouth. Noyes was to 
begin his lecture at 8 o’clock at a smok- 
ing concert. A basket-ball game was 
to begin at 9 o’clock. The poet’s train 
was late and he did not begin until 
8:30. The basket-ball game between 
Dartmouth and Cornell was put off an 
hour to enable him to complete his lec- 
ture. A great audience of students 
stayed until the end. 

And, when the end came, it was found 
that Noyes’ poetry had put out the stu- 
dents’ pipes. One of the professors told 
Noyes that it was the first time the 
pipes had ever gone out at a smoking 
concert. 

When the poet would have stopped. 
so that the basket ball game might be- 
gin, he was urged to go on all night. 
And this, the poet says, was not be- 
cause it was his poetry, but because it 
~as poetry. 

Idealism Is Indicated. 

‘The interest of young men in poetry,” 
said the poet, “‘is one of the indications 
of an underlying idealism which I am 
surprised to have discovered. Young 
vvomen have always’ been interested 
more or less in poetry, but their inter- 
est has not been an unmixed blessing 
to the poets. It has been a fad more 
than a solid interest. It has not struck 
deep. The growing interest on the part 
of young men does not exist in England. 
The art is more alive there than any 
other art, but it has not taken hold of 
the young men and the general! public as 
it has here. 

“The appreciation of my own poems, 
that has been shown by American audi- 
ences, I accept as an appreciation of 
poetry as poetry. I have never con- 
sciously appealed to popular apprecia- 
tion. I have been rather self-indulgent 
and have written what I felt.”’ 

Noyes has lectured principally at col- 
jeges and universities. He has met 
with such encouragement that he is 
coming back in November for a four 
months’ lecture tour. He has had au- 
diences of from 2000 to 3000. He lectured 
a few nights ago at the Illinois State 
University. and it was necessary to move 
from one hall to a larger one and 
again to a still larger one to accommo- 
date the crowd. 

“In my lecture on ‘The Future of 
Poetry’ I take the view that poetry in 
the broadest sense is religion, the re- 
lation between man and the Eternal,’”’ 
said Noyes. “Its function is to bring 
men into relations with universal things 
and reconsecrate and rededicate the 
whole of modern life.”’

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General Manager Forced to 

Use Tricks of Trade in Or- 

der to Satisfy Owners, De- 

clares George W. Baum- 

hoff, Former Street Rail- 
way Head. 








George W. Baumhoff, former general 


manager of the St. Louis street rail- 
way lines, who is analyzing the street 
car situation for the Post-Dispatch, 
gave a reporter Monday the fourth of 
his series of talks. 

In this installment Baumhoff explains 
what he says is the policy of the com- 
pany—stockholders first, employes sec- 
ond, and the public last~and shows: how 
it operates to the great suffering of the 
public in crowded cara. 

He also throws some interesting light 
on the troubles and difficulties of a gen- 
eral manager. To stand an egg on end 
without breaking the shell or unravel a 
Gordian knot without cutting it, are as 
nothing compared to the task of earning 
dividends on an impalpable’ line of track 
such as Capt. McCulloch of the United 
Railways is given to operate over 
Wyoming street, he says. 

What does the general manager of a 
street railway do when his. directors 
hand him an egg and tell him to stand 
it on end without breaking the shell? 
Baumhoff tells in this talk how the gen- 
eral manager solves the insoluble prob- 
lem and surmounts the ineluctable. bar- 
rier. And Baumhoff should know how 
it is done, because he has been a street 
railway manager nearly all his life. He 
started in the business in the city in 
the ‘70s and continued in it in St. Louis 
until 1901. Now he is in It again, pro- 
moting a belt line through the county. 

“Victim of Circumstances.” 

“The general manager of a street rail- 
way,’ began Baumhoff, “is a victim of 
circumstances. The head of a private 
business stands between his employes 
and his stockholders. A street railway 
manager is hemmed in by the three 
lines of a triangle—the stockholders, the 
employes and the public 

“The stockholders know the public 
must be appeased, or their property is 
in danger. The stockholders also know 
that the public must be robbed, or their 
dividends are endangered. Is it any 
harder to stand an egg on end than it 
is to hold up a man and make bim like 
it and laugh at it? 

“So the stockholders say in effect to 
the general manager: ‘If he makes a big 
fuss hand him back considerable, 
five cents out of a dollar. If he cries 
just medium, give him back three cents. 
And if he takes it good naturedly, just 
strip his coat off. 

“The general manager as a rule takes 
a professional pride in his road and its 
good service. He is disgusted with a 
public that stands for anything he gives 
it. But he can’t voluntarily give the 
public anything. The stockholders 
would get his head. To give the gen- 
eral manager his chance the public has 
got to go after him. 

“Wants Public After Him.” 
‘Why, Capt. McCulloch is sitting deso- 
late in his office out there at Park and 
Vandeventer avenues, just a honing, as 
they say down South, for the public to 
rise up and come after him with a club. 
And if the public only  half-realized 
what the Captain is up against, they 
would go after him with a whole forest 
like MacDuff did Macbeth. 

“To begin with, the United Railways 
turned over to Capt. McCulloch a $30,- 
000,000 corporation and told him he must 
earn dividends on it to the same amount 
as if it were a $100,000,000 concern. ‘If 
you manipulate the public right,’ they 
told him, ‘it will be a cinch.’ 

‘For a long time Capt. McCulloch has 
been manipulating the public pretty well. 
How did he do it? Well, I would not 
presume to say how Capt. McCulloch did 
it, but I have a pretty clear idea how 
the thing may be done. The public wil! 
have to judge whether it’s the system 
Capt. McCulloch used on them. There 
are a hundred little dodges and tricks 
of the trade that might be worked, but 
I will discuss only the more obvious 
ones.

DOCTOR LOSES ON APPEAL 








License Revocation by Board Is 


Upheld by Court. 

The action of the State Board of 
Health in revoking the license of Dr.

OUSTED CORPORATIONS. 
In the interests of its people it should be the 
object of the State to regulate rather than drive 
out corporations. The legislative act permitting 


a@ corporation which has been ousted to resumé 


business in Missouri accords with good State 
policy, if the conditions laid down under which 
the corporation re-enters are such ag to protect 
the public against monopoly. 

Whether the act in all respects is what it 
should be remains to be determined, but there 
is no question of the reasonableness of the pol- 
icy underlying it. 

The anti-trust law defeats the very end for 
which it is designed when it drives out or re 
moves competition. Ag the Post-Dispatch has 
previously pointed out in the case of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, its ouster by the Missouri 
Supreme Court left the Waters Pierce Co. in 
undisputed and monopolistic possession of Mis- 
sour! business. 

That the act of the Legislature virtually “over- 
rules” the Supreme Court is no objection to it. 
The law-making body of the State is not the 
court, but the Legislature whose unquestioned 
right and duty it is in every instance to make 
new law to supersede old law or court decisions 
when progress demands. ee 

Kansas has established the model system of 
dealing with corporations which have abused 
their pledges within the State. The limited or 
conditional ouster proceedings permit the cor- 
poration to continue under the regulation and 
virtual management of the court. These pro 
ceedings have succeeded admirably in Kansas 
with the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, the Har- 
vester Trust and several] other giant corpora- 
tions; and Missouri might well pattern her 
anti-trust proceedings upon them. 
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WELL DONE. 

The Missouri Legislature is to be commended 
for preserving the excellent game and fish law in 
the State. A great many attacks were made 
upon it, and at least two bills which would have 
deprived the Game Department of the revenue 
mecessary to a proper protection of fish and 
game were killed in one branch of the Assembly 
after passing the other. 

Few states have so much game as Missouri, 
and. if it is conserved as it should be it will 
_ Make the State in time attractive to thousands 
' Of people who will come here to fish and hunt. 
Some of the states, notably Colorado and Maine, 
derive a tremendous revenue from their fish 
and game, and Missouri is in some respects more 
- attractive to sportsmen than any of them. 
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THE NEW INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 

The completion of the purchase of a tract of 
$59 acres for tle new industrial school, and the 
certainty that the cottage and workshop build- 
ings on this site will be built in the near future 
give hope of a great improvement in the methods 
of treatment of youthful delinquents. A farm of 
this size, with the modern cottage system of 
housing and an equipment of the necessary work- 
shops will mean that every boy and girl com- 
mitted to the institution will have the means of 
learning farming, gardening, or some useful 
trade, in pleasant, wholesome surroundings. It 
should also mean that the school will be self- 
supporting, as well as capable of making its 
pupils self-supporting. 

Here ig a suggestion towards the solution of 
the prison labor problem. Heretofore, convicts 
have for the most part been put to work in con- 
fined prison factories, producing articles such 
as shoes, furniture, brooms, etc., in competition 
with free labor. Why not model penitentiaries 
after the new industrial school plan, so that each 
will be perfectly self-supporting, and so that most 
ef the convicts may have the opportunity to work 
for @ good part of the year in the open air, 
among growing crops, trees and cattle, with the 
open sky above them? Surely this would be an 
improvement over the present system with its 
close confinement, medieval castle walls and de- 
preasing eteel cages. Convicts are but child de- 
Iinquents of a larger growth. 
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There is nothing m the action of the Municipal 
Assembly in the car service bill which would lead 


one to regret the creation of a State commission 
* 
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GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S RECORD. 

A program of legislation on which the public’s 
wishes were clearly defined was outlined by the 
Post-Dispatch on the opening of the General 
Assembly. 

Of five important measures urged for St. Louis, 
home rule in police and excise matters and a 
perfected direct nomination system were granted 
by the Legislature. The bill for nonpartisan 
Circuit Judges is a substantial compliance with 
the demand for judicial reform in St. Louis. 

Abolition of the Public Administrator’s fees 
and a change in the method of submitting tenta 
tive drafts of new charters prepared by the 
Freeholders failed of enactment. Another fault 
of omission was q refusal to consolidate the of. 
fices of Circuit Attorney and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. No serious faults of commission have come 
to light. In general the attitude toward St. 
Louis problems was sympathetic and intelligent. 
St. Louisans are grateful for the defeat of the 
police salary bill and the passage of the subway 
resolution. 

Of the outlined program of general State legis- 
lation, action was had on but one subject, a 
Public Utilities Board. No workingmen’s com- 
pensation law was passed, though legislation in 
other states and official inquiry in our own had 
simplified the perplexities of the problem. 

Votes for women were refused. Reform of 
general judicial procedure was deferred. A 
State Charities Commission was not granted. The 
answer to the demand for tax reform was the 
submission to the people of a proposal taking 
away their right to legislate on tax matters 
under the initiative and referendum. A much 
needed revision of the Constitution was refused. 

So far as integrity of purpose could be judged 
from the record, the General Assembly made an 
excellent impression. What is disappointing in 
its work seems accounted for largely by honest 
differences of opinion and the partisan pressure 
that can never be eliminated from lawmaking 
bodies. Its insensibility to lobby influences has 
heen noted approvingly. An admirable spirit and 
truly progressive attitude are shown by the pas- 
sage of such measures as the following: 

Extending the schoo] age and making provision 
for rural] high schools; authorizing commission 
plan charters; increasing to 18 years the age 
of consent; regulating loan sharks; broadening 
the _woman’s nine-hour day law; fixing eight 
hours as the day’s work for men in smelting 
and plate glass industries; popular election of 
Senators; blue sky law; substituting blanket 
ballot for the ribbon ballots that facilitate elec- 
tion frauds; care of juvenile delinquents and 
dependents.

THE NINE-HOUR LAW. 

The Post-Dispatch ig glad to have been instru- 
mental in obtaining the passage of the new nine- 
hour law for working women. We congratulate 
the women workers on this advance towards 
justice and humanitarian treatment. It wil] un- 
doubtedly insure better service and more con- 
tented workers. All employers of women should 
unite in ungrudgingly obeying a law so manifest- 
ly for the good of the community. 
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HOW TO GET RESULTS. 
In a speech at Social Turner Hall, A. Hamilton 
Forman, Progressive candidate for President of 
the Council, said: “In Chicago there is not a 
grade crossing to be found within the city limits, 
and every dollar that was spent for raising the 
tracks was spent by the railroads themselves.” 
True, the railroads paid every dollar of the ex- 
pense of “raising the tracks,” but the'city as- 
sumed the consequential damages. It is estimatzJ 
that the total cost of grade separation in Chicago 
amounted to $60,000,000. Because the city as- 
sumed the consequential damages to abutting 
property the amount paid was small, although 
the claims reached $50,000,000. The amount 
actually paid by the city was about one-fifth of 
1 per cent of the total cost. 
Chicago was enabled to make a clean sweep of 
grade crossings because the city assumed the dam- 
ages and co-opérated with the railroads. Conces- 
sions have been made by every city which has ob- 
tained results. The railroads were relieved of con- 
sequential damages in Washington, Detroit, Mil- 
waukee and Chicago. In Rochester, N. Y., the 
State paid 25 per cent and the city 25 per cent of 
the cost. Cleveland paid 35 per cent of the cost. 
Cincinnati paid 50 per cent; Columbus, 60 per 
cent; Louisville, 42 per cent; Philadelphia, 50 per 
cent. In Massachusetts, under a general law, the 
State pays part, the cities part and the railroads 
the remainder. 
If St. Louis is to get results instead of litiga- 
tion and prolonged delay the city must co-operate 
with the railroads. The gbolition of the Terminal 
belt-crossing on Union avenue is assured because 
the city agreed to assume consequential damages. 
Other crossings can be abolished immediately by 
this plan. Should the Progressive platform de- 
manding that all costs be placed on the railroads 
be put into effect, grade crossings will be indefi- 
nitely postponed and the loss of life at crossings 
will continue. 
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Blue-sky laws have no-effect on the volume of

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ST. LOUIS CHURCH CENSUS. 
It is stated that the object of the church cen- 
sus, to be taken next Tuesday, is to increase 
church attendance, now figured at 294,451 for all 
denominations in a population of over 700,000. 
The census will, of course, show the density of 
chucchgoers in the various city districts. It 
will Also show the density of nonchurchgoers, 
which of greater importance if the object is 
tc supply the latter with church buildings and 
religious facilities. 
In this connection, it will be well for the city’s 
religious leaders to take into consideration the 
problem suggested by the page in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch Magazine on the removal of city 
churches from downtown districts into the region 
beyond Grand avenue. In spite of the trend of 
population westward, it still remains true that 
about 20 city wards east of Grand avenue contain 
approximately 500,000 of the city’s population, 
while about eight wards west of Grand contain 
the ather 200,000 of the city’s population. 
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the people in the river wards are not to be left 
“as sheep without a shepherd?” Is it not a wrong 
policy, from the churchman’s standpoint, to place 
all the handsome, artistic church buildings in 
the western part of a city, leaving the east to 
be housed for religious services in old, neglected 
buildings or cheap mission rooms? There should 


be democracy in religion.

DR. BOYD DEFENDS MR. GERHART. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is with great reluctance that I put myself 
in the position of taking issue with an editorial 
utterance. The editorial opinion of a newspaper 
is its own—no one can reasonably find fault 
with it. We may, however, criticise the atti- 
tude of certain papers which suppress or garble 
the news, among which papers, I am happy to 
say, the Post-Dispatch is not found. 

In your editorial of yesterday, entitled 
“Colonel Roosevelt's Letter,” I want to congratu- 
late you on the position you take, that party poli- 
tics are to have no place in choosing municipal 
officers, and I want to emphasize especially this 
paragraph of your editorial: “Mr. Gerhart, whom 
Mr. Roosevelt commends, has demonstrated abili- 
ty and energy in dealing with municipal ques- 
tions.” So far, so good; but you add, “un- 
fortunately, he -is narrow and intolerant; he is 
so enamored of his own personal projects that 
he can see no wisdom outside of himself’— and 
the trend of your editorial is that he is an ob- 
structionist and not a constructionist. 

I have been intimate with Mr. Gerhart for 
many years; I have known him as intimately as 
one man can know another, and J want to de- 
clare that he is not narrow and not intolerant. 
It is true that he is a man of strong will and 
determination; that having made up his mind as 
tu the justice of any course to pursué, he fol- 
lows that course without regard to any self in- 
terests whatsoever. 

For ten years Mr. Gerhart has spent his time 
and money on what he believes to be for the 
interests of the people in scuring an OPEN 
GATEWAY FOR 8ST. LOUIS COMMERCE and he 
has always been on the side of the people, re- 
gardless of what it cost him of time or money. 

You object to his views on the separation of 
grade crossings; he maintains that the railroads 
should pay the expenses and consequential dam- 
ages, which view is shared by a large majority 
of the citiezns of St. Louis regardless of party— 
as declared in the platforms of the four parties 
in our next municipal election. 

You “fear that acceptance of Mr. Gerhart’s 
plans for the Eastern approach of the free bridge 
would delay completion for many years.” Mr. 
Gerhart has no plans which he is not ready to 
surrender whenever a better approach than the 
eastern approach is presented. In accepting the 
platform of the Progressive Party he has de- 
clared that he is in favor ‘“‘of the northwestern 
approach, or of any other equally effective ap- 
proach which will insure the carrying out of the 
original mandate of the people for a free bridge.” 
He is in favor of the northeastern approach sim- 
ply and purely because in his judgment it car- 
ries the approach into neutral territory, beyond 
the control of the city of East St. Louis and in 
the direction of 90 per cent of the commerce 
that comes into the city of St. Louis. 

Mr. Gerhart has said to me personally time 
and again, and he has uttered the same senti- 
ment in public meetings during this campaign, 
that if any other approach than the northeastern 
approach can be found which will result in the 
absolute freedom of the bridge, he will give it 
his hearty support. So I do not think there 
is any reason for you “to fear that acceptance 
ef Mr. Gerhart’s plans for the eastern approach 
of the free bridge would delay bridge comple- 
tion for many years.” 

I think the real reason of your feeling toward 
Mr. Gerhart is stated in one of the concluding, 
sentences of your editorial: “On account of 
minor objections Mr. Gerhart helped to defeat 
the Lehmann charter, which would have solved 
most of our municipal problems.” ‘The Post-Dis- 
patch has never been quite able to forgive either 
Mr. Gerhart or myself for helping to defeat the 
charter to which you refer. But I beg you to 
ecnsider what the city would have done if that 
charter had become law and the House of Dele- 
gates had been abolished, and we had been left 
to the tender mercies of the Council elected at 
large? Certainly the splendid effort of the 
Fost-Dispatch to. secure proper treatment of our 
citizens by the United Railways Co. and to ob- 
tain a seat for each passenger on the ground 
of the bill proposed by the Commission on Pub- 
lie Utilities has absolutely failed up to the pres- 
ent time IN THE COUNCIL and has found its 
only friends in the House of Delegates. 

Isn’t it about time that you should forget and 
forgive—and join with us In an earnest effort 
to elect to the mayoralty the only man nom- 
inated who measures up to the requirements of 
that office? You must admit that the qualities 
that are necessary for the Mayor of a great city 
are in Mr. Gerhart to a far greater degree than 
either in Dr. Simon or Mr. Kiel. 

In May we are going to have a great Peace 
Congress in St. Louis. The most noted repre- 
sentatives are coming from all quarters of this 
and other lands. Can you conceive of Henry Kiel 
or of Dr. Simon receiving these dignitaries as 
the Mayor of this great city, and making an ade- 
quate welcome?

It was Dr. C. Ward Crampton, direc- 
tor of Physical Training in the New 
York City Schools, who summed up the 
situation. He doesn’t wear corsets him- 
self, because he has forestalled the cor- 
rupting tendency of civilization by 
standing up straight, by strengthening 
his abdominal muscles with exercise. The

of the abdomen itself, that corsets would 
be a merciful support. 

“Then bad posture—that unhealthy 
crouch which is typical of the office 
worker, for instance—has crowded the 
internal organs in on each other, in- 
ducing constipation, intestinal intoxica- 
tion, minor heart troubles and a host of 
semi-diseases and chronic inefficiencies. 
Corsets would straighten out the torsv 
and saye the internal organs from their 
crumpling. Corsets are splints which 
limit mpvement, of coyrse, but they also 
protect/the tissues beneath. 

‘The reason, for instance, that mcn 
abhor the ordeal of shopping is that they 
don’t wear corsets. The average woman 
enters the fray with a bandage of steel 
and whalebone round her abdomen. That 
stiff reinforcement helps the arteries to 
gend the blood away from the lower part 
of the body, where it tends to colet, to 
the upper part, where it is needa Of 
course, natural vigor should enable ihe 
bloed vessels to respond unaided. But 
the weight of sagging flesh has done its 
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by a greater number of incasing ribs, 
such as monkeys have now. 
oo Py HEN he began to walk on two 
legs instead of four, man ele- 
vated his ribs, leaving a space between 
the last rib and the thigh unpretected 
save by soft tissue. The savage man 
kept his abdominal wall fairly hard by 
violent exercise, so that the network of 
organs and blood vessels pressing from 
behind were in no danger of falling out. 
The aboriginal had no need of corsets, 
certainly. But that, above all, is the 
danger that the modern man has to 
guard against—the sagging of his vital 
organs. 

“For, of course, the eabdeminal walls 
grew feebdler and feebler as food be- 
came easier to get and men ate mofe. 
A weight of exterior fat that is typi- 
cal of the ease-loving races began to 
appear. And so the role of the corset 
opens. Under modern conditions it is 
needed by weak men as well as by’ 
weak women. It insults nature, but it 
is only one of the many devices by 
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be done in one or two generations if 
every youngster were exercised prop- 
erly. The abdominal walls must, of 
course, be made tough enough to per- 
form their dykelike function. A nat- 
ural corset must be provided. 

“There are plenty ef exercises for 
the purpose, such as bending and ro- 
tating from the waist. But “‘calisthen- 
ics,”” we have found in the schools, js 
tame sport. It is practically impos- 
sible to get the children to exercise 
regularly in their own homes. Ani 
they fail to get the fullest joy even 
out of exercises done in concert. No, 
they need something more dramatic.

The little particles of 
orange pulp should appear in the jelly. 
Add @ drop of red vegetable color, if de 
sired, to give the tint of blood orange 

Serve in orange cups, made by cutting 
away about one-fourth of the orange at 
the blossom end. 

Soften one tablespoonful of granulated 
gelatin in one-fourth of a cupful of cold 
water. Heat one cupful of sirup from 
sweet pickles and pour over the softened 
gelatin. Stir till dissolved, then cool 
and add one cupful of sweet pickles cut 
in small cubes, the pulp of one orange 
cut In similar pieces, and fits juice. 

Bottled cherries cut In small pleces or 
candied cherries add a pretty color to 
the mixture. Use about two tablespoon- 
fuls of the cherries. If a sweet mango | 
pickle is used, put the filling in also. 

Stir in cold water till beginning to 
stiffen, then pour into molds, being 
careful to distribute the fruit evenly.
